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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 23 May 2008 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Specifically, in regards to Applicant's argument that because Deguchi does not teach 
that the plasma is ignited at a first frequency and then maintained at a second frequency, the first frequency being higher than the second 
frequency, that there is no way to tell which way the frequency matching in the single variable impedance matching network of Deguchi et 
al. would have changed when applied to a condition for plasma initiation and then changed for plasma maintenance, this argument is not 
persuasive. Because Deguchi et al. teaches a variable impedance matching network, said matching network when used in combination 
with the system of Taylor et al., would be able to be accordingly varied to match the frequency already being applied by the system of 
Taylor et al. Moreover, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the 
structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. 
Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). One of ordinary skill in the art would be able to make any necessary minor 
adjustments to the matching network of Deguchi et al. in order to match the frequencies already being applied in the system of Taylor et al. 
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
